Recent advices from Indian Terri- 
tory say the. Osages have: ratified: the new 
Constitution and code of laws recently 
adopted by the General Council of that na- 
tion. The meeting was largely attended, 
including the leading men of the tribe. In 
alopiing the Constitution it is claimed that 
the Osages take a long sfridé toward: en- 
lichtened civilization, as the instrument is 
i many respects similar to the constitutions 
of the different States of the Union. The 
Qsaves are also desirous of uniting with the 
Cherokees, and.a movement with that ob- 
\iew has been inaugurated. In this 
event the tribe will still preserve its. iden- 
lityand treat with the Government, though 
hecoming a part of the Cherokee Nation.

Tue explesion-of a steam-tank in the 
rendering establishment at Mast St. Louis, 
Tlk + on the Sth, created no little consterna- 
tion in the. stock yards and vicinity. Sheds 
were blown into. apliniers and heavy iron- 
work went into the air like tissue-paper. 
One workman was instantly killed and two 
others were seriously injured. While John 
Caszea,JcromeTyler and John Meyerhoeffer 
were ét-wobtr-about » press near the boiler, 
the large tank eonnected wilhit shot up in 
the alr Ifke"a rockef, crushing through the 
roof. In an instant the whole place was 
filed with steam, smoke, pieces of- iron 
and broken--timber. -fhe ‘tank, hurled 
nearly a hundred feet in the air, fell 
back,.a shattered, shapeless mass. Great 
pieces torn from it went flying in 
all directions, some being found at a 
distance of nearly 300 yards. The roof was 
torn off completely and fell in, strewn about 
like kindling wood. The explosion was ter- 
rifc, and resounded for a great distance. 
Men at work in other portions of the estab- 
lishment were almost thrown from their feet 
by the shock, so great was its force. John 
Meyerhoeffer was discovered firmly pinned 
to the ground by two heavy beams. He was 
still alive, but suffering great agony. The 
steamt escaping from one of the tank pipes 
had spurted on him, scalding him almost 
from head to foot. He was quickly released 
and carried to his home near by. Tyler was 
found a moment later in the same condition 
as Mecyerhoeffer. He received some severe 
euts on the face and body, and his head was 
badly gashed. He was also horribly scalded. 
Thre body of Caszca was shockingly mangled, 
the top of his head having been blown off 
and the face crushed to a pulpy mass. The 
explosion~is attributed to gases generated 
from fatty stibstances and too much steam.

When you talk of anew party in 
the South, you talk of an innovatione 
As the situation now stands, no Lew 
party of any consequence can be form 
ed. The Democratic party, composed 
entirely of whites, has obtained full 
control of the South, by force and 
fraud. It tramples under fvot the 
Republican organization, which is 
made up of colored and white voters— 
the colored out numbering the whites 
nine to one. 

Now where is the new party to come 
from? The party in power is not go 
ing to disband. Neither can a coali 
tion of disaffected members from both 
of the old parties be formed larg: 
enough te command avy great influ- 
ence. 

It was not done in Virgiuia. Without 
the Republican support, Mahone, in 
stead of being hated aud feared for 
the power he now wields, would be 
laughed at and derided. So the new 
power in Virginia is really the Repub- 
ligan party. 

The lesson which the facts of the 
situation teaches is, that the only hope 
of the overthrow of Bourbon rule in the 
South lies in the Republican party, 
or the strength which composes it.
